This Road was chartered] by an Aet |
of the Genersl Assembly of the State
of Ohio, passed Fobroary 20th, 1549,
a copy of which, with its amendnents,
ia annexed to this report.  Seve il
routes were surveyed but the one {inal.
Iy located and to which this Report
1:t,|'n.\|'rt. commences in Portsinouth, on
the Ohio River, 115 miles above Uin.
cinnnti, andd runs north traversing the
eountiva of Scioto, Jackson, Vinton,
Hocking and  Perry, und  terminates
in Newark, the county scat of Lick-
ing county,

The length of the road from Ports.
mouth to Newark is 105 wiles, Of
this distance, 4% miles; fromm Ports-
wouth to Jauckson, were put under
contract, and work wag commenced
in the spring of 1851, It was com-
pleted and opened for business in the
autumn of 1851,

The contract for the extension ol
the road from Jackson to Newark, a
distance of 91 miles, was taken Ly
Messrs, Seymonr, Moore & Co., in
Febroary, 1853, and work was com-
menced in March of the same year
and carrried on with congideralle ac-
tivity, nntil the pressure of the times
rendered a reduetion of the force cm-
ployed advisablo, sinee which time it
has proceeded more mederately.

The character of the work upon
the Estension is generally light, there
being but three heavy points upon the
Line; one, a heavy cut at Somerset;
the Tunnel, 2400 feet in lengsth, 12
miles south of Somerset, and the *Five
Mile Smumit, 0 miles south of Logan.
The first mentioned 18 two  thirds
completed,  About cue lhalf of the
expense at the Tunnel is in the ap-
yroaches, which are of rock, amount-
ing n the aggregnte to forty-four hun-
dred feet in length of excavation, av-
craging twenty feet in depth.  The
northern approach is completed, and
the excavation carried in the Tunnel
at that end for one hundred and fifty
feet. At the southern approach, it
will require four months' work to re-
wove the rock yet remaining, before
tunneling ean be commenced at that
end. Thervock met with is principal:
ly sand stone, and will form a durable
roof for the Tunnel without arching,
At the “Iive Mile Summit” there is
"3 a heavy rock exeavation, which is
three fonrths done.  With these ex-
ceptions, there is no work of any dif:
ficulty or magnitude on the road.

passes over the road to the river.—

amounted to more than thirty-three
and one third per cent. of the carn-
ings, Dut putting it at forty per cent.

a3 net earnings, or seven and one halt
per cent, per annum on its cost.  This
was from business along the line of
the road exclusively, and in an ex-
tremely unfavorable scasen, as, owing
to the unusually low stage of water
in the Ohio River during the past
year, no simount of iron could be ship-
ped from Portsmouth, and in conse-
quence much metal that was made
was retuined at the farnaces until the
opening of navigation, It is estima-
tod that there are now fifteen thon-
sand tons of pig iron laying along
the road at various points ready to be
ghipped.
